when the manu factu rers now en­ 
gaged in defense activities are 
faced with the task of re-conver­ 
sion and readju stment to a peace­ 
time economy, according to James 
Mu ssatti, general manager of the 
State Chamber. 
Stu dies Made 
Stu dies made by the chamber’s 
research department reveal that 
more than half of the total work­ 
ers in California are now em­ 
ployed in essential defense indu s­ 
tries, he said 
Of more than 600,- 
000 factory employes, some 342,- 
000 wage and salary workers are 
engaged in defense manu factu r­ 
ing indu stries. 
Since the censu s of April, 1940, 
the su rvey 
reveals, the civilian 
popu lation of the three major de­ 
fense areas of California, in San 
Diego, Los Angeles cou nty, and 
the San Francisco bay area, has 
increased somewhere between a 
minimu m of 300,000 and a maxi­ 
mu m of 350,000 persons. 
How 
mu ch of this increase represents 
workers drawn from the 
ru ral 
areas of the s^ate, and how mu ch 
represents immigration from other 
states cannot yet be determined, 
Mu ssatti said. 
However, 
since Arpil of last 
year, 166,000 u ersons classified as 
being in reed of manu al employ­ 
ment have been cou nted at bor­ 
der inspection stations. 
Du ring 
the 12 months ending September 
20, 1941, 105,000 migrants of this 
class entered the state, an increase 
of 25,000 over the same 12 months 
of the preceding year. 
"Therefore,” Mu ssatti said, "of­ 
ficials of the State Chamber are 
taking a sober view of the mu sh­ 
room growth of employment, pay­ 
rolls, and produ ction in the State’s 
booming centers of aircraft and 
shipbu ilding, and are concerned 
with the growing tide of migra­ 
tion to the defense areas. 
“In anticipation of post-defense 
problems, ou r social secu rity com­ 
mittee has insisted on an ade­ 
qu ate traing program for work­ 
ers, in order that all available 
su pplies of resident labor may be 
u tilized to the fu llest 
possible 
extent.” 


With city cou ncil schedu led to­ 
night to consider an ordinance 
which wou ld legalize dancing in 
cafes where liqu or is sold, a half 
dozen protests made formally and 
informally two weeks ago by 
Santa Ana organizations and at 
least one new one will be brou ght 
u p for argu ment, it was reported 
by officials.

L. A. West, 
and others. The Davy letter, a 
copy of which was sent to The 
Register, is as follows: 
Tells Opposition 
“I u nderstand that you 
are 
abou t to vote u pon the qu estion 
of legalizing dancing where liqu or 
is sold. May I take this oppor­ 
tu nity of u rging you most earn­ 
estly NOT to take this seriou s 
step which, in my opinion, wou ld 
lower the general morale and 
standards of the you ng people 
of Santa Ana. 
“The cadet school, soon to be 
located here, is to be Santa Ana’s 
responsibility. What happens to 
the boys who are in that school 
will, to a great extent, determine 
what happens to ou r you ng peo­ 
ple here at home who are not 
in the army.

the cadets, for the latter will be

ated for them. 
‘Prefer Decent Thing» ’ 
“The you ng men in the army 
camp or school are, as individu als, 
no different from other you ng 
men, except that they are away 
from 
home 
and 
friends 
and 
therefore more su spectible to u n­ 
desirable influ ences. I sincerely 
believe that the majority of these 
boys to be stationed here will be 
boys who honestly prefer the de­ 
cent things of life—clean dances, 
free from drinking; healthy rec­ 
reation, wholesome, respectable 
girls; the kind of good times that 
leave no ‘hangover’ or regrets. 
If we offer these things—and it 
is a part of ou r defense job to 
offer them—they will accept them 
gladly and be satisfied. There will 
be a few, it is tru e, who demand 
the opposite type of entertain­ 
ment—drink, gambling and qu es­ 
tionable dance halls. There are 
always a few in any large grou p 
who are like that. Shall we of 
Santa Ana cater to that element? 
Shall we provide entertainment 
for them instead of for the ma­ 
jority? Or shall we make whole­ 
some 
recreation 
so 
attractive 
that even those few may come 
to enjoy it? 
“Here is another thou ght. If 
you legalize the dancing-drinking 
combination there mu st be girls 
for the men to dance with. Who 
are these girls to be? Are they 
to be ou r own Santa Ana girls, 
you r dau ghters and mine, who 
have been carefu lly sheltered and 
trained to want better things 
than that for recreation? I am 
qu ite su re that no one of you

-United States Supreme court 
decisions on technical laws gov­ 
erning taxes seldom Interest the 
general public but a recent unani­ 
mous decision upholding the state 
of Alabama will put about $5,0(X),- 
000 in cold cash into Califomia’t 
treasury for the support of educa­ 
tion. 
In the face of closed schools 
in some states for lack of fundi, 
the relative prosperity of Califor­ 
nia education from sales tax re­ 
ceipts is outstandlr^f. 
Rebuff to Army Men 
Last but not least, the vindi­ 
cation of the Sta te Board o f 
Equalization’s stand on the sa les 
tax question was quite a rebuff 
to miscellaneous army and navy 
officials who contended a t the 
last session of the leg isla ture tha t 
contractors having cost-plus-a-fix- 
ed-fee government contracts should 
not pay sales tax. 
Fred Stewart, board member 
from Oakland, carried the torch 
against the federal demands. He 
argued there was no difference be­ 
tween private contractors doing 
government work and paying the 
sales tax, and other contractors on 
the “cost-plus” basis escaping. He 
opposed various bills exempting 
such contractors and the outcome 
was a moratorium on tax pay­ 
ments pending the supreme court 
decision. 
R elieved o f Uncerta inty 
“Now that the United States 
.supreme court has upheld my or­ 
iginal position without dissent,” 
Stewart commented, “we may an­ 
ticipate the federal authorities will 
no longer resist the inclusion of 
sales tax reimbursements in the 
prcies paid by contractors for ma­ 
terials they use. California indus­ 
try will be relieved of uncertainty 
as to tax obligations and the state 
will enjoy substantially increased 
revenue to which I always have 
felt it was justly entitled.” 
. Stewart estimated there would 
be from five to six million dollars 
coming this year and around $20,- 
000,000 next year, all of which 
would have been lost under a leg­ 
islative exemption. 
During the legislative fight, mil­ 
itary officials were sent to Sac­ 
ramento and claimed the state 
was unpatriotic and non-cooper­ 
ative for attempting to collect the 
tax.

sharper curves at high speeds, 
has just made its debut. 
In 
appearance 
conventional, 
except for oblong windows, the 
coach is radically different in its 
method of suspension. Instead of 
resting on flat springs, as do 
railroad cars now, this car is 
hung on its trucks by four huge 
coil springs. 
These springs virtually elemjn- 
ate sldesway, which only train­ 
men and dining car waiters are 
able 
to counteract 
gracefully, 
and absorb much of the vibration 
picked up from the road bed.| 
The suspension, being under in­ 
stead of over the center of gra­ 
vity, is hailed by railroad officials 
as a potent safety factor. The 
first of these new cars has been 
delivered to the Santa Fe. 
The coil springs sit in rubber 
sockets on the 
trucks. 
They 
squiggle around like jelly,, per­ 
mitting the car to ride smooth­ 
ly even on the roughest road 
beds. They also help reduce the 
noise of railroad movement, but 
the entire ear has been sound- 


proofed so that even the noice of 
passing over cross tracks and 
switches 
becomes 
barely 
audi­ 
ble within the car. 
This is the first railroad coach 
to embody the monocoque de­ 
sign principle developed by air­ 
craft designer John K. North­ 
rop. Commonly called “stressed 
skin” construction, being made 
of low alloy steel, it makes the 
frame strong although light in 
weight. Being welded electrically, 
the exterior of the steel skin 
is as smooth as a desk top.

A COSTLY STRIKE FOR PRINTERS 
The September issue of the Ty pog raphical 
Journal 
reports 
that, for the month 
ending 
Aug ust 20, the printers’ union had spent § 912.45 
as benefits and special assistance- for Santa Ana 
printers. 
This, of course, does not include the benefits 
and assessments for the stereoty pers’ union or 
the pressmen's union. If these were added, it 
would probably run ov er $1200 a month. 
The printers hav e been on strike for six 
months, picketing the Reg ister office. They hav e 
produced no wealth, but other craftsmen in other 
parts of the country hav e had their standard 
of liv ing lowered by ' the amount of these contri­ 
butions. That is, they hav e had $8 400 less to 
spend. 
At the same time, the printers in Santa Ana 
hav e receiv ed for their picketing less than half 
of what they would hav e receiv ed had they not 
called a strike. 
Naturally production is reduced when strikes 
are in prog ress, or when labor unions prev ent 
competent workers from rising as rapidly as 
their abilities permit. It is this lost production, 
coupled with the collection of dues and assess­ 
ments by the unions, which reduces the real 
wag es of all workers. This is what the av erag e 
person without ex perience in labor union tactics 
usually fails to see and understand. 


A S OCIALIS TS REAL CHARACTER EXPOSED 
AJ1 socialists are Godless cowardly commu­ 
nists. They would do the same thing s that the 
communists do, but do not hav e the courag e to do 
them directly , or to admit that they would do 
them. When they are called communists, they say 
their character is being assassinated. No one can 
assassinate the character of a Godly man, only 
characters that are not real can be assassinated. 
When a mirror, fig urativ ely speaking , is held 
up to them, showing their g odlessness and their 
inconsistencies and their real motiv es, then they 
want to fig ht. All socialists and communists are 
like that. 
The other day , I called one of the correspond­ 
ents writing to me a communist, when I said he 
did not understand that under socialism there 
would be no choice of jobs for the workers. 
Now he conv icts himself of his real charac­ 
ter by making the following statement in reg ard 
to my labeling him a communist. He say s, "Such 
outrag eous effrontery and falsify ing g oads the 
people to seek redress with bullets instead of 
ballots and to seek the truth by suppressing the 
indispensable freedom of the press.” 
Here we hav e the real character of ev ery 
socialist. When one uses a short term, like com­ 
munist, to describe what they adv ocate, then 
they become ang ry and want to fig ht, just as all 
witling s do. 
I can see nothing wrong in using the word 
"communist” or "socialist” to describe men who. 
adv ocate the same thing s that socialists and 
communists adv ocate. Words like these are in­ 
tended to shorten lang uag e. If we cannot use a 
noun that accurately 
describes a man, 
our 
lang uag e would be v ery cumbersome. 
Az aforesaid, no socialist, no communist will 
set forth any impersonal, immutable rule, prin 
ciple, ax iom, formula or order th^t they will 
ag ree to liv e by . Thus, he is a Godless indiv idual, 
an unChristian indiv idual and an undemocratic 
indiv idual. He knows no rule, no order and his 
actions are g ov erned by the personal will of men 
of his ty pe, just as Hitler and Stalin are g ov ­ 
erned. I know of no better way of briefly de­ 
scribing these people than to call them socialists, 
communistic and Godless people. 
Sometimes we hav e to be rather sev ere in 
order to arouse people from their self-satisfied 
complacency and make them realize the g reat 
harm they are doing to their fellowman.

The preposterous future which the most con­ 
serv ativ e of Mr. Roosev elt’s w ar administrators 
present to the people of this country as their 
certain prospect is one which contains no hope 
for the continuation of the American republic 
as we hav e known it. The prog ram contemplated 
•is one which must chang e the destiny of ev ery 
American and distort it into something another 
g eneration would hav e foug ht to av oid. 
The conserv ativ e estimates of American war 
activ ity cov er a minimum period of the nex t 
three y ears, ev en if the national effort is stepped 
up to include ov er half of the nation’s produc­ 
tiv ity and more than half of its income. In these 
three y ears the national debt will rise to un­ 
predictable fig ures. The men who are spending 
the mopey don’t hesitate to talk of 200 billions. 
In the three y ears industry is to shift from 
production for the satisfaction of normal needs 
to the satisfaction of military necessities in Asia, 
Africa, and Europe. The resources of the country 
will be div erted to a paraly zing deg ree from the 
making of thing s by which people liv e to the 
making of thing s by which they kill each other. 
Donald Nelson, in charg e of priorities, was not 
raised in any insane school of business enter­ 
prise or in circles hostile to free indiv idualistic 
eco n o m y, 
but he, conceding that the small pro­ 
ducer and the small business man are absolutely 
essential to American society , can find no en­ 
couragement to believ e that this man will sur­ 
v iv e. He hopes he will, but he confesses that the 
gov ernment has not y et found a way to sav e him. 
What we are now fc« :ed to call the middle 
'breed because classes heretofore hav e been 
to American intelligence—is apparently 
to ex tinction. Not long ago it was noted 
Britain th en w » a new, imptov er- 
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ished class consisting of well to do persons whose 
enterprises had been destroy ed by the war effort. 
They will find their counterpart here. 
When the foundation of American political and 
economic life has been destroy ed it must follow 
that ev ery thing represented by it and sustained 
by it will disappear also. If these are g loomy 
predictions they are not ex trav ag ant. They are 
confirmed by the prophecies of the men who are 
carry ing out the prog ram which will bring such 
results in its train. 
Europe is already prostrated and, according to 
reliable reports, ex posed to a winter of famine 
in many sections, particularly in the conq uered 
and occupied countries which hav e been bled by 
war, made destitute by national misfortunes, and 
ex posed to the worst rig ors of the blockade. Is 
it to be imag ined that Europe can stand three 
more y ears of these conditions while the United 
States is ruining itself in a war into which its 
g ov ernment is heading as rapidly as it can? 
The promises of destruction made by Mr. 
Roosev elt’s adv isers and administrators are prom­ 
ises which will be kept. To the communistically 
minded men who hav e been in the forefront of 
the Roosev eltian thought from the beginning, the 
outcome is desirable. They hav e sought transfor­ 
mation to what they hav e politely called the 
planned economy which in Europe they recognize 
as Hitler and despotism. These promises will be 
kept and these prophecies fulfilled, altho the 
crooked way to war has been pav ed with delib­ 
erate falsification, bad faith, and broken words. 
Ev ery thing that Mr. Roosev elt has done is some­ 
thing he specificially declared he would not do. 
And 
nothing but suffering and misery will 
come of it. There will be no new order, neither 
Hitler’s nor Roosev elt’s. A great dawn such as 
the world has nev er seen is not arising and will 
not arise. The freedoms which are the war cries 
of people seeking conflict to ex tinction are v apors. 
By the g uidance of falsehoods the American peo­ 
ple hav e been led into the crooked road of sacri­ 
ficial illusions.

T h e M erry-G o -R o u n d

WASHINGTON—E a r l y nex t 
Monday 
morning , 
fiv e 
United 
States 
senators 
will arriv e in 
Memphis, Tenn., and beg in ask­ 
ing embarrassing q uestions. They 
will ask 
why the 
g ov ernment 
should hav e to pay $15.66 for re 
pairing an automobile tire, $18 .64 
for rebuilding a $5.C0 carburetor 
and $1.50 for labor to chang e the 
motor oil of a truck. 
The answers, if any , will be 
g iv en by officials of Ferg uson- 
Oman, the contracting company 
which is building a g iant ordnance 
plant near Memphis to be opera­ 
ted by soap makers Proctor & 
Gamble. 
The senators ex pect to uncov er 
many other cx trordinary thing s 
about this defense project. Their 
sense of smell for making such 
discov eries has been well dev elop­ 
ed. 
They hav e been asking em­ 
barrassing q uestions since last 
spring , when the special commit­ 
tee to inv estig ate the national 
defense prog ram was set up. 
From the v ery start the com 
mittee’s disclosures hav e been a 
series of headline sensations. But 
one of the most remarkable de­ 
v elopments of the committee is 
its chairman, Senator Harry S. 
Truman of Missouri. 
Slig htly built, bespectacled, a 
lov er of Chopin and a shunner 
of the limelig ht, Truman is one 
of the last men in Cong ress who 
would be considered a hard-boiled 
prober. 
In manner and appear­ 
ance he is any thing but the cru­ 
sader. 
But in the eig ht months he has 
been operating he has made in­ 
v estig ation history —and he has 
a long way y et to g o. 
Pendergast Man 
Truman came to the Senate in 
19 35 in the same freshman class 
with Minton of Indiana, Schwell- 
enbach of Washington and Burke 
of Nebraska. 
Each one of them 
quickly made a name for himself, 
but they are no longer in the 
Senate. 
Truman 
kept 
in the 
back­ 
ground, 
was 
known only as a 
henchman of the notorious Pen­ 
dergast machine. 
During the six 
y ears of Truman’s first term, so 
far as the man in the street was 
concerned 
there was 
only one 
senator from Missouri—Bennett 
Clark. 
Then came the conv iction of 
Boss Pendergast; and many of 
his associates took the tall tim­ 
ber. But not Truman. He public­ 
ly acknowledged his political debt 
to Pendergast 
and their 
long 
friendship. 
The wise boy s wrote it down 
that it was all ov er for Truman. 
He was a courageous man, but he 
had cooked his goose. They were 
wrong;. In one of the hottest cam- 
» aigns in Missouri history , where 
iery elections are an old story . 
Truman, the Pendergast man, was 
decisiv ely re-elected. 
He returned to the Senate as 
quiet and as inconspicuous as be­ 
fore. Since J anuary he has been 
on his feet only four times, and 
his remarks could all be printed 
on three pages of the Congress­ 
ional Record. 
Each time he talked about one 
subject—"S. Res. 7 1,” the resolu­ 
tion that authorized his inv estigat­ 
ing committee. 
This probe has 
been his passion ev er since friends 
back home began writing him 
about waste in the construction 
of Fort Leonard Wood, at Rollo, 
Mo. 


Farm Boy 
In Missouri they say of Tru­ 
man that "he was born and rear­ 
ed between the plow handles of a 
Jackson County farm.” His first 
job was in a drug store, running 
errands, dusting bottles and wash­ 
ing windov y s. Ev en as a y outh he 
was thrifty , and when ho hears of 
the waste of millions, he remem­ 
bers that drug store job ard the 
munificent sum of $3 a week it 
paid him. 
Truman nev er went to colleg e. 
He took a secretarial course in 
Independence, Mo., his home town. 
Armed with this schooling he was 
g raduated from drug store errand 
boy to bank clerk. But banking 
held no lure for him, so he work­ 
ed his way throug h the Kansas 
City School of Law and hung 
out his shing le. 
Also, he became activ e in the 
Penderg ast 
org anization, where 
his q uiet efficiency soon attract­ 
ed the attention of the sq uat poli­ 
tical boss. 
The World War in­ 
terrupted Truman’s budding leg al- 
political career. 
He enlisted in 
the Army , was sent to the famed 
artillery school at Ft. Sill, Okla., 
andT won a .commission as sec­ 
ond lieutenant. 
By the time his 
outfit, the 120th Field Artillery , 
went to France, Truman was a 
captain in command of a battery . 
He saw action on the Meuse- 
Arg onne front, his battery firing 
its last g un at 10:45 on the morn­ 
ing of Nov ember 11, 1918 , just 15 
minutes before the Armistice. 
Returning 
to Missouri, y oung 
Truman renewed his Pendergast 
contacts and soon was awarded 
an appointment as a county judge. 
In this office he .quickly made a 
reputation as a conscientious and 
trustworthy 
jurist 
and sev eral 
y ears later was elected presiding 
judge of the court. It is one of Tru­ 
man’s greatest prides 
that as 
presiding judge he directed the 
construction of $25,000,000 worth 
of public highway s and buildings 
without a penny of boodle. 
From County Bench to Senate 
Truman 
was 
a 
little-known 
qounty judge* when, in 19 34, Boss 
Pendergast picked him to run 
for the Senate seat v oluntarily 
relinquished by the famous J im 
Reed, whose acid tongue and de- 
v estating wit is a Senate legend. 
It was a three-cornered race, with 
Truman pitted against two prom­ 
inent Democratic leaders. But 
with Pendergast’s potent backing, 
TriiTnan handily won the nom­ 
ination, and later the election. 
Throughout his sev en y ears in 
the Senate, Truman 
has been 
ov ershadowed by his colleague, 
Bennett Clark. 
The son of a national political 
leader, a ready orator and two- 
fisted fighter, Clark quickly made 
himself a front-page figure in the 
congressional arena. Truman was 
content to let him hav e the lime­ 
light. 
’While Clark became a bellicose 
New Deal foe, Truman quietly 
supported the Roosev elt Adminis­ 
tration. 
This paid him big poli­ 
tical div idends last y ear when he 
was re-elected* despite the handi­ 
cap of being a “ Pendergast man.” 
When the defense and foreign 
policy issues dev eloped. Truman 
continued to back the President

NEW YORK, Nov . 17.—About 
a week ago I told y ou the inspir­ 
ing success story of the illustri­ 
ous Frank Feeney , only recently 
deceased, the international presi­ 
dent of the union composed of 
elev ator constructors, whose home 
ly pleasure was y achting and who 
started building y achts for himself 
in 1930, when millions of Ameri 
can 
workers were 
desperately 
poor, and had bought three tailor- 
made y achts and built a 100 foot 
priv ate dock by the time of his 
death in 1938 . These craft were 
not mere 
kickerized 
skiffs or 
knockabouts but v eritable y achts 
of the same ty pe that gather at 
the Newport regattas and Mr. 
Feeney was, in a manner of speak 
ing, a regatta man himself, which 
is to say that he used to enter 
his boats in the big races and 
cruises and go along for the ride, 
leav ing the seamanship and all to 
his hired crews. 
Today I present the story of 
another up-from-under boy , a Chi­ 
cago unioneer, whose sporting in­ 
stinct has led him to the turf. 
Our subjeet is not Mike Carrozzo, 
the Chicago criminal who, owned 
outright for a long time an inter­ 
national union of the AFL but 
traded it to J oe Moreschi’s union 
of the hod-carriers in return for 
a sheaf of local charters. True, 
cess and owned not a mere stable 
Carrozzo was a magnificent suc- 
but a herd of thoroughbred steeds 
and owed the federal gov ernment 
$250,000 in income tax es, but, un­ 
fortunately , died in 1940 before 
he could be sent to prison. 
Nor hav e I reference now to 
G. B. Dioguardi, a New York un­ 
ion shakedown operator who also 
practiced under a license from 
Moreschi’s racket and raced nine 
head of stock. Dioguardi, too, de- 
functed himself out of the picture 
ere the law could get around to 
him. 
Today ’s success is William E. 
Maloney , the international presi­ 
dent of the union of operating en­ 
gineers, which is about as low as 
any of them and includes among 
its adornments the notorious hood­ 
lum, J oe Fay , who was personally 
offended by Dav e Dubinsky ’s mo­ 
tion, at the New Orleans conv en­ 
tion of the AFL last y ear, to elim­ 
inate racketeers and ex pressed his 
resentment with a phy sical protest 
that left Mr. Dubinsky bloody and 
unbowed. The perating engineer’s 
union is crawling with thiev es and 
sluggers of the most brutal and 
direct ty pe and is laced into the 
crooked local poltitics of Chicago 
and New J ersey in close collabor­ 
ation with those two great states­ 
men of the party of humaiy ty , 
Ed Kelly and Frank Hague, who 
helped Harold Ickes and Harry 
Hopkins achiev e third term nom­ 
ination in Chicago in the summer 
of 1940. Mr. Maloney succeeded 
the- late J ohn Possehl as presi­ 
dent by v ote of the other inter­ 


national officers who had been ele- 
v ated on a Hitler ballot which 
cohtained no riv al names. 
Mr. Maloney has been racing 
since 19 38 and he has. raced 11 
head and owned others. His horses 
which hav e g one to the post, as 
listed by the Illinois racing board* 
are: Her Reig h, Play Chance, Se- 
buico, 
Big Sq uize, 
Tull. Coll.; 
Blondkin, Co-Time, Speedy Bog er, 
Count Natural, Sanfern and Sun* 
ny Thone. The records report that 
he has shipped to Florida and 
i 
Maine and has raced ex tensiv ely T 
on the Chicag o Tracks, including 
the hoodlums’ park there. He 
shipped sev en head to Florida id 
1939 during that season of the 
y ear which is the g athering time 
of the element which J . Edg ar 
Hoov er calls the criminal scunr. 
¿This element is larg ely composed 
of union racketeers. Speedy Bog - 
en, Co-Time, Play Chance and 
Her Reig h, hav e been Brother Ma­ 
loney ’s best entries and Her Reig h 
paid $6.60 one day recently .

Back in Aug ust the poor work» 
ing stiffs of the union g av e one 
of those spontaneous testimonial 
dinners for their g reat, belov ed' 
chief, Maloney , at the Chicag o 
Towers club, and William Greed, 
the president of the AFL was pres­ 
ent to lend the prestig e of his 
hig h position of oral responsibil­ 
ity and trust. The hoodlum, Job 
Fay , a v ice president, was toast-k 
master. Mr. Green’s picture was^ 
taken in the act of shaking hands 
with the g uest of honor and v ari­ 
ous other dig nitaries were photo* J 
g raphed for the official publica- • 
tion of the eng ineers. Charles B.

Chicag o locals of the eng ineers 
are closely allied to the locals of 
the late Carrozzo’s racket which 
are still carry ing on under 
local manag ement but, of course 
under the g eneral authority of 
Moreschi’s leg alized, nationwide' 
shakedown. This means that the 
eng ineer’s locals maintain with the 
underwold of Chicag o about the' 
same relations that ex isted be­ 
tween the criminal population and 
the racket of Corrozzo, Scalise 
and Browne and Bioff.
